To  His  Excellency  Len  Small,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

Sir:  The  act  of  June  20,  1893,  creating  the  ‘  Insurance  Department  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  as  amended  by  the  Civil  Administrative  Code  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  directs  the  Director  of  Trade  and  Commerce  to  make  a  report  annually 
to  the  Governor,  with  reference  to  insurance  matters  coming  within  the 
purview  of  the  laws  relating  to  insurance  in  this  State. 

In  compliance  therewith  this  Part  I,  of  the  report  for  1923,  is  respect¬ 
fully  submitted.  This  is  the  thirty-first  annual  report  made  since  the 
establishment  of  a  separate  insurance  department,  and  the  fifty-sixth  annual 
report  relating  to  insurance  issued  in  this  State.  It  relates  to  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  fire,  marine  and  inland  navigation  insurance  companies  trans¬ 
acting  this  kind  of  business  and  covers  the  transactions  of  the  department 
during  the  calendar  year  1923. 

This  volume  contains  abstracts  of  the  annual  statements  of  Illinois 
companies  doing  fire,  marine  and  inland  navigation  insurance  made  to  the 
department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1923.  These  abstracts  show 
the  financial  condition  of  the  respective  companies.  Statistical  tables  pre¬ 
pared  from  these  statements  are  also  presented  herein.  They  show  in  form 
convenient  for  comparison  and  for  statistical  purposes  the  information 
contained  in  the  statements  relative  to  the  financial  condition  of  all  com¬ 
panies  licensed  in  Illinois  and  the  business  transacted  and  the  results  ex¬ 
perienced  during  the  year.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  capital  of  all  domestic  and  foreign  stock 
companies  included  in  this  report  is  $10,821,115.00  more  than  the  aggregate 
amount  of  capital  included  in  the  last  report. 

The  total  admitted  assets  of  all  domestic  and  foreign  stock  companies 
show  an  increase  of  $69,809,536.63,  while  the  total  surplus  of  assets  over 
liabilities  shows  a  decrease  of  $8,931,671.96. 

The  excess  of  income  over  disbursements  of  all  domestic  and  foreign 
stock  companies  during  1923  was  $82,424,289.53  as  against  an  excess  of 
income  over  disbursements  of  $65,970,825.89  in  1922. 

The  total  income,  during  1923,  of  all  domestic  and  foreign  stock  com¬ 
panies  doing  a  general  business  was  $954,692,663.29  of  which  $853,420,216.53 
was  received  from  premiums. 

The  amount  of  insurance  written  in  this  State  during  1923  of  all 
domestic  and  foreign  stock  companies  included  herein  was  $9,776,246,681.00, 
being  $121,080,385.00  more  than  the  amount  written  in  1922. 

The  total  premiums  received  on  insurance  written  in  this  State  during 
1923  by  all  domestic  and  foreign  stock  companies  included  herein  was 
$56,068,505.18,  which  is  $6,021,953.26  more  than  the  amount  received  in 
1922. 

The  total  amount  of  losses  incurred  in  this  State  during  1923  of  all 
domestic  and  foreign  stock  companies  included  herein  was  $28,142,243.78, 
being  $1,852,816.67  more  than  the  amount  incurred  in  1922. 

Computing  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  business  at  33%%  of  the 
premiums  received,  there  is  shown  to  have  been  an  apparent  profit  of 
$9,234,131.59  to  the  domestic  and  foreign  stock  companies  included  herein, 
on  business  transacted  in  this  State  during  1923.  The  profit  on  the  same 
basis  on  business  transacted  in  1922  was  $6,655,621.93. 
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The  total  admitted  assets  of  all  the  mutual  companies  included  herein 
show  an  increase  of  $4,449,548.30,  while  the  total  surplus  of  assets  over 
liabilities  shows  a  decrease  of  $527,739.90. 

The  excess  of  income  over  disbursements  of  all  the  mutual  companies 
during  1923  was  $5,099,903.73  as  against  an  excess  of  income  over  disburse¬ 
ments  of  $1,039,220.79. 

The  total  income  during  1923  of  all  mutual  companies  doing  a  general 
business  was  $73,335,115.47,  of  which  $67,351,467.71  was  received  from 
premiums. 

The  amount  of  insurance  written  in  this  State  during  1923  of  all 
mutual  companies  included  herein  was  $388,961,166.00,  being  $64,295,729.00 
more  than  the  amount  written  in  1922. 

The  total  premiums  received  on  insurance  written  in  this  State  during 
1923  by  all  mutual  companies  included  herein  was  $3,421,358.11,  which  is 
$334,646.55  more  than  the  amount  received  in  1922. 

The  total  amount  of  losses  incurred  in  this  State  during  1923  of  all 
mutual  companies  included  herein  was  $1,148,445.32,  being  $87,599.91  less 
than  the  amount  incurred  in  1922. 

Computing  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  business  at  33 %%  of  the 
premiums  received  there  is  shown  to  have  been  an  apparent  profit  of 
$1,127,504.41  to  the  mutual  companies  included  herein  on  business  trans¬ 
acted  in  this  State.  The  profit  on  the  same  basis  on  business  transacted 
in  1922  was  $821,762.48. 

The  total  admitted  assets  of  all  the  inter-insurance  exchanges  included 
herein  was  $17,177,273.05. 

The  total  income '  of  all  the  inter-insurance  exchanges  included  herein 
was  $11,636,302.25. 

The  total  disbursements  of  all  the  inter-insurance  exchanges  included 
herein  was  $9,503,249.44. 

The  amount  of  premiums  received  in  this  State  during  1923,  by  all 
the  inter-insurance  exchanges  included  herein  was  $355,389.66. 

The  total  admitted  assets  of  all  American  and  London  Lloyds  included 
herein  was  $1,783,380.58. 

The  total  income  of  all  American  and  London  Lloyds  included  herein 
was  $2,401,865.19. 

The  total  disbursements  of  all  American  and  London  Lloyds  included 
herein  was  $1,816,645.32. 

The  amount  of  premiums  received  in  this  state  by  the  American  and 
London  Lloyds  included  herein  was  $344,271.48.
